Applicants previously submitted a Declaration Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.131 to 
establish an effective invention date prior to the October 22, 1997 filing date of U.S. Patent No. 
6,064,721 to Mohammadian et al. (the '721 patent). 

Actema LLC of Germantown, Maryland, (formerly known as 
Telecommunications Techniques Corporation) the assignee of the '721 patent, has sued 
Applicants' assignee, Sunrise Telecom, Inc. of San Jose, California, alleging that products mat 
are the subject of the present application infringe various claims in Mohammadian and related 
patents.
